A FEW SPECIAL VARIETIES. 


RONK APPLE.—A seedling of Vandivere. Tree a very strong, vigor- 


ous grower, though somewhat rambling ; hardy and productive. Fruit re- 


sembles Vandivere very closely in its large size and shape, while in color it 
is one of the handsomest apples grown, being a very bright deep red, shad- 
ing off into a rich golden yellow about base of apple. Keeps well till 
March or April, and does not drop like Vandivere. In quality it is Vandi- 
vere over again. 


ARNOLD PEAR.

Undoubtedly the best cooking 
and canning cherry. 


MO. MAM. QUINCE.—The largest good and the best big quince grown. 
Very hardy and productive. Fruit of largest size, often weighing 20 to 24 
ounces. A rich golden yellow, ripening just ahead of the orange, but keeps 
well. Flesh fine and exceedingly tender, cooking as nicely as an apple, and 
with an exceedingly mild, pleasant flavor. Brings highest prices in market.

DANIEL BOONE.—Fruit roundish oblate; yellow, with a dull blush in 
sun, skin rather tough, seeds numerous, quality good. Very large. Season, 
October and November. Tree handsome, productive and vigorous grower. 

SHOTO.—Origin, Hendricks county, Ind. Fruit oblong ovate, slightly 
conical. Large to very large. Dull yellow, with blush in sun, skin rather 
tough, seeds few, quality very good. Season, October. Tree an early bearer 
and vigorous grower. The original tree began bearing at three years of age.

In one year (1894) the crop of fruit from 64g acres of POMONA CUR- 
RANTS was sold at wholesale for over $4,076.00 or over $627.00 per acre. 

In three consecutive years (1892, 1893 and 1894), the fruit from this same 
646 acres of POMONA CURRANTS was sold at wholesale for $9,000, mak- 
ing over $1,584.00 or over $461.00 per acre per year. 

In 1892 ‘the fruit from this 64g acres of POMONA CURRANTS was sold 
for over $3,400.00, yet of the 83 rows making the 6% acres, 19 rows were 
planted in 1887, 41 rows in 1889, and 23 rows in 1890, making the average 
time these had been planted less than + years, and the 60 rows first planted 
had borne a heavy crop in 1891.
